lines, Blizzard pointed out. 
The best facilities of the animal 
husbandry 
department, 
including 
faculty, equipment and 
prize-win­ 
ning animals, will be used in con­ 
ducing the herdsmen’s course, the 
professor asserted. 
In a bulletin prepared 
to

nounce the short course, Blizzard 
says the raising of purebred live­ 
stock is on the increase, not only 
in Oklahoma, but also in virtually 
all states.
